The life insurance agents issuing such 
risks are told to instruct them to keep 
themselves overweight and to follow the 
rules regarding fresh air and food. A 
history of tuberculosis of the bone adds 
50 per cent as much risk as does one of 
tuberculosis of the lungs. 


Serofula has fallen from its high es- 
tate. Once known as king's evil and re- 
garded with great dread, now the insur- 
ance companies rate it as only one-third 
as much of a hazard as tuberculosis of 
the lungs. 

DIABETES—Sugar may appear in the 
urine for a day or two as the result of 
gorging on sugar or candy or overeating 
bread or some other starchy food. If the 
symptom is found only once or is plainly 
the result of an eating debauch the in- 
surance companies are apt to accept the 
insurance at the regular rates on the the- 
ory that a man who has been made 
aware of the effects of a food debauch 
will behave himself thereafter. 

If sugar is found intermittingly there 
is considerable danger, and the rate goes 
up 50 per cent. If it is found constantly 
the rate goes up 100 per cent. In other 
words, an ordinary diabetic can get in- 
surance, but at a double rate. If he has 
acetone as well as sugar the condition is 
too serious to warrant insurance. The 
statement is made: ; 


‘In general gugar is a more serious 
condition than albumin in the urine.” 

Those who have sugar in the urine 
even intermittingly must live strictly ac- 


cording to the rules of hygiene for.dia- 


betes. 


PLEURISY—The experiences of life in- 
surance companies prove pleurisy to be 
a serious condition. By pleurisy is meant 
genuine pleurisy and not the miscella- 
neous lot of vague pains loosely referred 
to as pleurisy pains. If a person has had 
an attack of pleurisy within five years 
his insurance rate goes up 50 per cent. If 
more than five years, 15 per cent. 

The death rate from consumption is 
three times the normal in the first group 
and twice the normal in the second. The 
disease which a person who has had pleu- 
risy should learn to avoid is consumption. 
‘To avoid consumption keep above weight, 
avoid great fatigue, sleep out of doors, 
and stay in the open air as much. as pos- 
sible.

troubles.

REPLY. 

There are a few recorded cases of con- 
genital ‘tuberculosis. The more likely ex- 
planation is infection through drinking raw 
milk from tuberculous cows. Close con- 
tact with a person having tuberculosis is 
a cause occasionally. When a woman free 
from tuberculosis has a tuberculous baby, the 


probability is that it was infected through |. 


milk. A great many tuberculous children 
recover and become strong men and women. 
NATURE DOES THE WORK. 

J. A. B. writes: ‘“ Occasionally I should 
like to wash out my nasal cavities to 
free them from dust collections, ete., and 
to aid nature in overcoming a somewhat 
dry catarrhal condition therein. May I 
ask what sort of simple solution you 
would recommend for use as a nasal 
douche to accomplish these aims? What 
probable effects on the senses of hearing 
and smelliing would such a _ practice 
have? Two different solutions were de- 
scribed to me by a layman, but I hesiy 
tate to use either without knowing more 
about their merits or demerits. One 
was a teaspoonful mixture of equal parts 
table salt and common baking soda in a 
pint of lukewarm water. The other was 
a teaspoonful mixture of table salt, 
baking soda, and ordinary borax in a 
pint of lukewarm water. Do you con- 
sider.either of these of any value, and, if 
so, Which is the better?’ 

REPLY. 

Both are stock nasal douches or washes. 
One is as good or bad as the other. For all 
ordinary purposes the nasal secretions do all 
necessary washing. / Douches and washes do 
more harm than good. If you want to use 
something use an oil or grease. —

A TENANT’S ARGUMENT FOR RENT 
RESTRICTION. 

Chicago, Feb. 17.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—The stringency of the house or 
flat renting situation is such that those 
who are suffering from it naturally are 
seeking for some kind of corrective. The 
conditions are abnormal. The law of 
supply and demand has ceased to op- 
erate.’ Generally an excessive demand 
calls forth the supply necessary to meet 
it. This is a law of economics. Or- 
dinarily it regulates prices with pre- 
cision. It is dangerous to tamper with 
this law by an arbitrary exercise of 
power, and such interference with it is 
almost certainly followed by evils great- 
er than those it is sought to cure. There 
are, however, at times conditions which 
suspend the normal laws of trade. War 
is such a condition. -In the case of rent- 
als the war did not have its effect as 
soon as in most cases. In fact, it was 
not until the year of the armistice that 
rents became abnormal. It was then 
discovered that the supply of dwellings 


the power of those who had them to rent 
became arbitrary and oppressive. War 
conditions prevented building. Rents 
have not yet yielded to the conditions of 
peace. The war emergency whtch 
swelled the prices of wheat and coal to 
@n extraordinary degree is still on in 
rents; the owners of dwellings have a 
monopoly. This is a menace to public 
welfare. Cruel distress is inflicted on 
tens of thousands of people by the abuse 
of the power which the conditions cre- 
ated by the war have put into the hands 
of this minority. 


Some governmental agency is needed 
to bring relief, as was done in the case 
of other commodities during fhe® war. 
It is on this ground alone that the legis- 
lation sought for -can be justified. It 
ought to be temporary; but the present 
emergency which is a war condition calis 
for a war measure for the time being. 
The resumption of building would not 
be prevented when circumstances favor 
it, if a limit of time were put upon the 
legislation and if it were known that 
governmental regulation is not to be a 
permanent policy. -E. M.

the penalty is a fine of not more than 
$1,000. An additional assessment of 25 
per cent of the amount may be applied 
unless a later return is filed and it is 
satisfactorily shown that the é@elin- 
quency was due to a reasonable cause. 
“Willful refusal” to make a return 
and pay the tax on time is punishable 
by a fine of not more than $10,000 or 
one year’s imprisonment, or both, to- 
gether with the cost of the-prosecu- 
tion. 

Where, by reason of illness or ab- 
sense, additional time is required for 
the filing of the return, the collector 
of internal revenue may grant an ex- 
tension not to exceed thirty days upon 
written application therefor, made on 
or before March 15. 

If, before the end of the thirty days’ 
extension, an accurate return cannot 
be filed, appeal for further: time must 
be made to the commissioner of In- 
ternal revenue with a full reci#tal of the 
‘causes of the delay.

The disastrous results which the 192 
pmaee slump brought to the leather in- 
dustry are further emphasized by the 
annual report of the Central Leather 
company, whose chief output is sole 
leather. The report shows an operating 
oss of $22,428,214, compared with net 
profit of $14,288,481, or $30.18 a share on 
the common stock after preferred divi- 
dends in 1919. After dividend payments 
the year’s total deficit was $25,751,666. 

This deficit, the largest reported so far 
by any of the big leather companies, 
wiped out practically all the company’s 


profit and loss surplus from $30,509,274 
on Dec. 31, 1919, to $4,757,608 on Dec. 31, 
1920, which is the smallest since Dec. 41, 
1911. Meantime, however, the company 
had used $8,000,000 of its surplus to write 
down the book value of its property ac- 
count.

DISHES FROM HALIBUT. 


HE fish kettle is no longer listed 
among the indispensable utensils 
in the kitchen battery. One rea- 
son for this may be because kitch- 

* @ns are so small, but another is that 
the kitchen and living room are likely 
to be so near one another. The ma- 
jority of people believe that you cannot 
bot] fish without scenting up the whole 
hbouge with a disagreeable odor. 

There is a way of preventing the 
od@r and another way of making it an 
agreeable one. Gentle cooking, or what 
is called poaching, will hinder its dif- 
fusion in large measure. Fish cooked 
with too much fire not only “smells 
up” a house, but it is strong of flavor. 
Moreover, it is not as digestible. 

The principle involved is a general 
one, but because of the chemical um.- 
position of fish it alsothas:a specific ap- 
plication. Boiling spoils tea, and long 
and hard boiling ruins any number of 
vegetables, while it hardens meat and 
fish ag well as makes them strong. 


The Odor That Lingers. 

If fish. is simmered only, and with 
aromatic celery tops, “green pepper, 
and carrots, and we are careful - to 
clean anything that it touches, and 
cigan out all waste from it, there need 
not be that lingering edor. which some 
disjike more than the odor of the cook- 
ing fish. 

Next to fish in the can, there is no 
way of getting fish dighes: with so lit- 
tie trouble as in makihg'them from 
the Sarge halibut steak. This can be 
bofed or poached in a chafing dish; we 
can Bake a chowder jmAde' from it in 
the casserole in the oven, or we can 
eook a habilbut steak in a sauce— 
poach it—on top of the stove.

Butter and Egg Sauce. 


The thicker the slice of halibut, the 
milder may be the sauce. For thin 
slices use tomato or Creole sauces. The 
old-fashioned butter sauce, especialiy 
with some boiled eggs sliced in it—the 
egg may be chopped fine if desired— 
has its merits. Make this exactly like 
a white sauce, using boiling water in- 
stead of milk. Two boiled eggs to one 
cup of sauce is sufficient. Or two raw 
egg yolks may be stirred into a thin 


#auce to thicken and make it richer. 


It is well to have this sauce thick, 
so if the raw yolks are not used, melt 
up two tablespoons of butter instead of 
one, stir two tablespoons of flour into 
it, add a scant teaspoon of salt, and add 
the cup of boiling water gradually, stir- 
ring every minute. By adding capers 
this becomes caper sauce. Horseradish 
may also be added toit. 


Fish Stock. 


Some of the liquid, which is really « 
fish stock, in which the slice of halibut 
Steak was simmered, may be used in 
the butter sauce after being strained, 
and some also in the white sauce to 
which the cheese is added, or a sauce 


> thickened with butter and flour may be 


made entirely of it. 


, For an elegant gelatin salad some of: 
this‘ stoék strained through a_ thick 
cloth may be thickened with gelatin— 
preferably the isinglass sheet—-for a 
fish aspic. A little lemon juice im- 
proves this. “It may be necessary to

A chowder may be made of this stock 
by adding it to Some potatoes and 
onions, with finally a little butter and 
milk or cream when the whole is 
cooked. Usually the potatoes. will 
thigken it sufficiently, but a little flour 
thickening may be added, after which 
the chowder should.be cooked at least 
twenty minutes.

two e6mall onions, some by-product cel- 
ery and other seasonings, with a dry 
pepper pod, will make an excellent fish 
stock which, with vegetables, can be 
used for a number of palatable soups 
more or less of the chowder order. I .i

‘through, then add cold water and sim- 


mer from twenty to thirty minutes. 
Halibut Napes Chowder. 


The pieces of meat in the cheek 
bones of a trout are by some people 
considered to be more like veal or pork 
than fish, and are treated accordingly. 
Around the shoulder or neck bones of 
the halibut and cod, which are as 
bones excellent for soup stock, there 
are also pieces’of meat .enough—say 
in two halibut necks or “ napes ’’—to 
make a chowder for three people. 
These pieces are quite generally 
thrown away by the average butcher, 
or may be bought for a song. 

Take off the flesh, cut it in dice, and 
use it to make a chowder, fisherman’s 
style. Fry out some dice of salt pork 


in an iron kettle, put over this a layer 


of sliced or diced potatoes, then a 
layer of onions and one of fish, re- 
peating until kettle is well filled. Just 
cover with-cold water, bring to a boil, 


ed, and over a tiny fire. Stir the flour 


and cook until potatoes and fish are 

done; then add milk or cream 

crackers. 
Halibut Pudding. 

Take a slice of simmered halibut, re- 
move bones, shred, and add to it a cup 
of white sauce or a sauce which is haif 
fish stock. Line a small baking dish 
with mashed potato, put in the 
creamed fish, cover it with mashed po- 
tato, smooth top, and dot with bits of 
butter or pour a little melted butter 
over it, and lightly brown under the 
broiler or in an oven hot enough, to 
puff the potato. Serve with or with- 
out sauce. 

me Poached Halibut Steak. 

Unless nicely brushed with butter 
and well seasoned, a broiled halibut 
steak is dry eating, but cooked in a 
sauce it may be not only delicious but 
a handsome dish. I know of few wayyv 
of cooking fish that are equal to the 
following: Take one slice of halibut 
of the middle size and a little less 
than an inch thick, one-half cup of 
fish stock, one-half cup of cream, one 
tablespoon of butter, one tablespoon of 
flour, one or two carrots, one. table- 
spoon of chopped onion or more if to 
taste, a little salt, paprika, and lemon. 
Instead of the sauce of fish stock and 
cream, a white sauce may be used.

Princess Cantacuzene on “ Russia.” 

Society turned out in full force last 
Tuesday night at the Palmer mansion, 
1350 Lake Shore drive. to hear an ad- 
dress from the Princess Cantacuzene 
on the condition and needs of the Rus- 
sian refugees. In vast throngs these 
refugees are collected at all the outlets 
of that afflicted country. They are the 


hope of future Russia. Without aid 
most of them will perish. 

The princess epoke extremely well, 
with much feeling, and held the atten- 
tion of her audience to the end. A com- 
mittee is to be formed here to codper- 
ate with the national body of Russian 
relief workers to raise funds to be ex- 
pended where most needed in Europe 
by such well organized working agen- 
cies as the Hoover committees and the 
Red Cross agencies. 

In many districts, with a little aid, 
the refugees become self-supporting. 


Men and women who were brought up 


in luxury, with no experience in work, 
are doing the most lowly tasks, giad of 
an opportunity to earm enough for the 
simple food which is all they can se- 
cure in those stricken lands adjacent 
to Russia. A former neighbor of the 
princess’ in the Crimea, a “ grande 
dame,” who was the lady bountiful of 
that district, is now in Serbia, with her 


daughter and granddaughter, having 


lost both husband and son in the revo- 
lution. She is over 60. She wrote ask- 
ing for aid. In acknowledging the re- 
ceipt of some money she said that she 
did not need any more because she had 
got some sewing to do, while her 
daughter and granddaughter were both 
doing domestic work in Serbian house- 
holds. 

Students of our ctvil war win remem- 
ber when at a critical moment for the 
north the Russian fleet ealled into the 
harbor of San Francisco and, by so 
doing, proclaimed to a world far from

Says Japan Has 
Growing Air Forces

The Z-R-2, formerly the R-38, which 
the United States navy is having built 
in England and which is the largest 
airship ever constructed, will be flown 
to the United States late in May or

First Feed Mixtures. 


“ My first feed given the little poults

this I add a few hard boiled eggs 
mashed fine, and sprinkle the mixture 
with fine chick grit and a little fine 
charcoal.

The demand for both fancy 
and market birds increases each year..: 

“If the young turkeys can be kept 
free from lice and other insects and not 
allowed to get wet and chill, they cause 


and $100 each. I also lost many of 
my poults, but I never gave up. I

Get Good Foundation Stock. 


In giving advice to beginners Mrs. 
Fowler emphasizes the importance of 
securing good foundation stock, partic- 
ularly the male. “Get the best gtand- 
ard bred male you can afford,” she ad- 
vises. “The standard weight males 
are most desirable. (The standard 
weight of the bronze turkey is about 
thirty-six pounds for adult birds 2 years 
old or over.) > 

“ Beginners often get the wrong im- 
pression of the proper size of male tur- 
Keys by reading of males weighing as 
much as fifty-seven pounds. Such large 
specimens are useless as breeders and 
should be classed as freaks or mon- 
strosities. Extra large birds should 
never be used in the breeding pens. 
This is also true of the turkey hens, 
for many times they are poor layers 
and their eggs hatch unsatisfactorily. 

“The day of using the scrub turkey 
for breeding purposes has passed. The 
breeder who gets ahead is the one who 
is never satisfied with his birds, but 
studies them constantly with the de- 
termination of raising better ones each 
year. He selects with the aim of im- 
proving the color, markings, and simi- 
lar characteristics.” 


Buy from Reliable Breeder. 


(There are six varieties of domestic 
turkeys recognized by the American 
standard of perfection. The one most 
widely known is the bronze, the kind 
grown on the Fowler farm. The others 
are the black, bourbon, red, slate, Nara- 
gansett, and White Holland. It is, of 
course, always advisable to buy from 


wing feathers will prevent them from 


a reliable breeder, and the birds should 


be transferred to their new home at 
least by March 


“Never fatten birds that are kept 
for breeding purposes,” continued Mrs. 
Fowler. “ Birds that are too fat are 
poor breeders. It is better to keep 
them thin in flesh rather than fat. We 
learn a great deal about feeding by 
studying the habits of the wild tur- 
key. They, wander over a wide range 
gathering their feed; they have to 
hustle for their feed or starve, and this 
keeps them in ideal condition in winter. 

“ Feed your birds sparingly, and give 
them but little corn when they are 
not being fed for the market. We feed 
oats mixed with plenty of charcoal in 
a trough about a foot from the ground. 


Charcoal is of great value as a condi- 
tioner. 


Keep Fowl! in Yard or Orchard. 


“During the laying season, which 
starts about the last of March or the 
first of April, depending on the earli- 
ness of warm weather in the spring, 
it is a safe rule to use one tom with 
ten hens. It is quite natural for the 
hen to wander a long way from home 
to make her nest, and she lays her 
eggs in the brush or grass, covering 
them with leaves. The eggs are diffi- 
cult to find. 

“We keep our turkeys in a yard 
during the laying season. An orchard 
makes a nice place if it is well fenced 
with turkey-proof wire. Clipping their 


flying over the fence. We use boxes 
and barrels for them to jay in, put- 
ting in leaves and straw for nesting 
material.

“The eggs should be gathered every 


day. A china egg should be kept in 
the barrel or box for a nest egg. Keep 
the eggs in a cool place and turn them 
daly. Each hen will normally lay 
from fifteen to twenty eggs the first 
laying, and if shut up for a few days 
she can be made to lay a second and 
even a third laying; but the latter is 
usually too late for the eggs to hatch 
and the birds to become full sized by 
fall. | 
Regarding Incubator Temperature. 


“The eggs may be set under the 
turkey hen, a chicken hen, or an in- 
cubator. I use the incubator and 
hatch out from fifty to 125 eggs at a 
time. The turkey hen is the orly suc- 
cessful means of brooding the little 
poults. Keep a few china eggs under 
her until the eggs hatch in the in. 
cubator or under a chicken hen. When 
.the poults arrive slip one or two of 
them under the old turkey hen’s wing 
at night, and by morning she will own 
all you give her. 
them twelve or fifteen poults. Dust 
the hen with insect powder when she 
‘first begins to set, and keep her free 
from lice and. other insects throughout 
the entire season.
